THE THREE PER CENT. SCHOOL 
FUND SEIZED UPON BY CON- , 
GRESS. 


It appears by the following letter from 

Se.ator Breese, that the United Stas 
has decided to retaim the school fund due 
this state, to pay interest on certain bonds 
which are held by the Goverament. This 
decision is evident'y & great outrage; and 
is in direct violation of the compact with 
this state. The United States purchased 
[ilinois bonds as an investment for the 
Chern kee Indians; and for the Smith 
sonian Fund. The interest on them has 
been unpaid since Jan. 1, 1243; and the 
Government now claim to seize upon the 
school fund due and coming to this state 
lo pay this interest. This interest is a 
debt due by the state. The money to be 
retained by the United States to pay it, is 
a debt due from them, not to the treasury 
of the state; but to the cause of education 
in this state by virtue of the following 
laws and compacts. 
The ordivance of 1787, declares ‘hat 
schoole and the meaas of education shall 
be forever encouraged in the north wests 
ern territory.’ 

The act of Congress of the 18th of 
April, 1818, for the purpose of carrying 
out this declaration, provides, ‘that five 
per cent. of the net proceeds of the innds 
lying withia the state; and which will! be 
sold by Congress after the first day of 
January, 1819, afier deducting all expen- 
ses incident to the same, shal! be reserved 
for the followi as ange viz: two fifths 
to be disbu uoder the direction of 
Congress in making roads leading to the 
state; the residue to be appropriated by 
the Legislature of the state for the en- 
couragement of learning; of which one- 
sixth part shall be exclusively bestowed 
ona college or university.’ This pro- 
vision was Offered to thie state as one of 
the articles of compact, by which the 
convention was to relinquish the right & 
taxing the public domain; ard abandoa 
the right of taxing the lands sold by the 
Government for five years after the day 
of sale ; and was acceded to, and ratified 
by the convention in their ordinance ap 
pended to the state constitution. 

But here is the letter, and the resolu« 
tion of the two Houses of Congress: 

“Senate Chamber, March 1, 1845. 
Gov. Foup:—Dear Sir, | deem it pros 
per to inform you that the accompanying 
joint .resolution, has just passed . the 
Senate, and is in force as soon as it re~ 
ceives the signature of the President. | 
uoderstand it received no opposition in the 
House where it originated. When it came 
up for consideration here, | opposed it: 
aided by some of the Senators from ‘he 
new states, but without effect. It ise 
gross and palpable violation of the con 
pact with our estate, by which the thrée 
cent. fund: is expressly appropriated 
or purposes of education, and by the law 
is to be used for no other purpose.” I 
still think it is such a violation, and call 
your attention to it.

England by its ambassador, and hi« deliv 
ery insisted upon ; but the Staws Gene- 
ral did vot consent, and thus be became 
the founder of that branch which then 
began to flourish io Holland, and is sti!! 
in existence, in the persona of two indi- 
\vidualy, cousins, lieutenants in the army 
aod navy. 

I possess an autograph letter of the
